N e w Y o r k , May 12tb.—The sodden 
death of Dr. W. W. Hall, of Hall’s 
Journal of Health, at (be corner of 
Park Avenue and 34th street, last eve­ 
ning, caused much surprise aud sorrow 
among his large circle of frieuds.

In 
Salónica further disturbances are looked for 
m om entarily. 
Prussia does not feel inclined to meddle 
with the Turkish troubles. 
The London Times congratulates America 
on the Centennial. 
Gold closed in New York yesterday at 112%- 
Seventy-six thousand people paid their 
way into the Centennial on Wednesday. 
Oregon makes a fine exhibit at the Centen­ 
nial. California falls behind. 
Sir Edward Tbornton and the President ex ­ 
changed courtesies on Thursday: the one pro­ 
posed the health oí the President, and the 
other gave the health of “ Her Imperial and 
Royal Majesty, the Empress Queen. 
Secretary Bristow was black-bulled at the 
New York Union League Club >n Thursday 
evening. He received one hundred and fif­ 
teen votes, and twelve black-balls. 
During the last two or three days the de­ 
mand for silver has diminished. 
Tho Connecticut River is higher than it has 
been for tweuty-five years, and is still rising.

Up to date it is true 
that eight State Conventions have 
been held, hut the fact that there has 
as yet beeu uo definite plan or choice 
adopted in common arises from the 
fact that the party does not propose to 
act hastily either in the adoption of 
platforms or the suggestions of candi­ 
dates. Indiana, it is true, favors her 
favorite representative, H e n d r i c k s , 
and New York would be glad to see 
T i l d e n elected, whom she has en­ 
dorsed. Nebraska does endorse him 
as the choiec of that portion of the 
West. 
Connecticut, Rhode Island, 
Pennsylvania, South Carolina and Or­ 
egon desire a nomination that will 
best and most favorably represent the 
sentiments of the party and more 
faithfully rectify the abuses that have 
of late crept into our governmental af­ 
fairs. The time has arrived in our po­ 
litical career when by force of untow­ 
ard conduct of the party in power, it 
becomes all men desiring the welfare 
of the nation to be cautious in tbeir 
selection of representatives in every 
position. The Democratic party ap­ 
preciates this situation, and in view 
of the present surroundings, and ani­ 
mated by a desire for reform proposes 
to be discreet in all of its movements 
in the coming campaign. 
The devel­ 
opments of the last year or two have 
beeu calculated to prompt a lack of 
confidence everywhere, and all parties 
are at this moment in a quandary to 
ascertain the extent as to what course 
to pursue to correct the evils that are 
now disgacing us as a people.

A V aluable Invention. 


For many years those interested iu 
mining matters have beeu impatient­ 
ly hoping for the introduction of a 
process that would successfully per- 
foim the work of abstracting the prec­ 
ious metals from refractory ores. The 
want of such a process has been pecul­ 
iarly felt iu Montana and Colorado, 
where the good ores are of the most 
obdurate character, being filled with 
pyrites and sulphurets. 
Arizona aud 
some portions of California are equally 
interested iu the matter. 
At last wTe 
believe the desideratum has 
been 
reached. 
Mr. R o b e r t M. F r y e r of 
Grass Valley, it is thought by many 
of the most practically experienced 
miners from various localities has ac­ 
complished the desired result, and all 
who have seen the working of the 
process are satisfied with it. 
A dis­ 
patch from Grass Valley, where the 
main works are situated, aud have 
just been thrown open to the public, 
says: 
The whole apparatus is entirely different 
from anything that has been in use before, 
and consists of a furnace designed to roast at 
a high tem perature refructory ores in order to 
reduce the noble metals to «-pure state before 
amalgamation. The 
second 
operation is 
treating the roasted ores in a revolving appa­ 
ratus oi octagon shape, provided with equal 
capacity to a five-stamp battery. 
Quicksil­ 
ver, hot water and some cheap chemicals yet 
unnamed are placed in the cylinders with the 
roasted ores, the heads of the cylinders are 
tightly closed and the pulverizing apparatus 
is set in motion a t the rate of ten revolutions 
to the minute. A cylindrical weight of two 
iiundiod and fifty pounds in eacli cylinder 
falls twice upon the ore In every revolution, 
pulverizing It to im palpable powder, while 
at the sam e tlm eam algam ation is going on. 
After six hours of this treatm ent the cylin­ 
ders are opened and the pulp is ejected 
through a pipe into a separator, where it is 
met by a powerful stream of w aterat the bot­ 
tom of the separator vat,which keeps the pulp 
in active motion. The am algam fulls into a 
receptacle at the bottom of ttie separator, and 
the slums float off at the top. 
These pass 
through a rotary square box provided with 
copperplates to calch the sm allest particle 
of am algam , if such could poss.bly escape. 
The am algam is im m ediately drawn oft and 
retorted, and in twelve hours from the quartz 
is first put in the furnace the result in bullion 
is obtained, varying from ninety to ninety- 
five per cent, of ttie assayed value of the <*re, 
and thateffcted at a very sm all cost. 
W ith 
free ores t i e furnace is omitted, as the pul­ 
verizer is sufficient without it. There was a 
great enthusiasm am ong tiie visitors as the 
machinery started. 
The octagon pulverizer 
moved off as perfectly as though it had been 
in use for years. Mr. Fryer,the inventor, and 
Mr. H all, the President of the Fryer Noble 
Metal Mining Company, were both warmly 
congratulated at the magnificent 
success. 
There was but one sentiment heard, namely, 
that a revolution in m ining liad been inaugu­ 
rated, and the busy times of California would 
return. Mr. Hall., who bad wailed to witness 
the inaugurat ion of this trium ph, left by the 
afternoon train forNew York. 
Mr, F r y e r says that the highest 
cost for working will not exceed six 
dollars per ton. 
This achievement 
may be regarded as oue of the moat 
remarkable of the age, and citizens of 
the Pacific coast and Rocky Mountain 
slope can congratulate 
themselves 
ang trust upon thfrsure coming of re­ 
newed prosperity.

A prominent member of the 
Board informs us that the dismissal of 
the higher grade classes will not ena­ 
ble them to meet the expenses of the 
other schools, and that on the means 
received from ordinary sources it will 
be impossible to pay the teachers’ sal­ 
aries. If the schools could be contin­ 
ued “on a credit” until December, the 
money then secured would fall short 
of meeting the liabilities some S3,000. 
This is not a satisfactory showing and 
the Board confesses itself unable to 
smoothaway the difficulties that be­ 
set its pathway. 
We understand the 
new Board owes its fiuancial embar­ 
rassment in a great measure to the fact 
that it inherited from the old Board 
au indebtedness of some $3,000. The 
condition of our school affairs is any­ 
thing but satisfactory, aud whether or 
not justified in so doing, the people 
are inclined to hold the unmethodical 
plan of doing business pursued by the 
old Board responsible for the difficul­ 
ties of the present. 


A n E astern A lly. 


We are glad to perceive that the 
New York Herald appreciates our sit­ 
uation on the Chinese question. It is 
a matter for congratulation that there 
is one journal at least, and that the 
most influential in America ,appreci­ 
ates the situation on this coast. Al­ 
luding to S a r g e n t ’s speech this jour­ 
nal remarks that he “showed the real 
grounds of objection to unrestrained 
Chinese immigration,aud the necessi­ 
ty ot an amendment of the B u r l i n ­ 


g a m e treaty. There is no doubt that 
the influx of Chinese into this country 
is morally pernicious as well as preju­ 
dicial to the business interests of our 
ovvu people, aud the question is one 
which must be met aud settled in the 
interests of humanity and civiliza­ 
tion.”
